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Lodge locks 
out children's 
groups as a 
precaution

It was disappointing news for daycare owner, Shirley 
Doell, to learn young children can no longer play and 
sing at Aspen Ridge Lodge. 

She said the children have never visited residents at 
the care facility, but they were planning on making a 
trip there this fall. 

“To be honest, this is disappointing, it's a wonderful 
experience for our kids to go to the seniors...but I do 
understand too,” she said. 

Aspen Ridge Lodge is the first facility in Mountain 
View County to ban groups of children under 11, as a 
measure against H1N1. 

Alberta Health Services’ Emergency Coordination 
Centre gave directive to all care facilities and hospitals 
in the province to lock out tours of children May 12, but 
only one facility among Mountain View Senior Housing 
(MVSH) has chosen to follow the recommendation. 

Alvin Melton, CAO for Mountain View Senior Housing 
said it’s up to lodges, whether they want to use certain 
preventive measures. The Didsbury seniors’ lodge is a 
designated assisted living building with seniors who 
have weak immune systems susceptible to influenza. 
The lodge felt bringing in kids would be dangerous to 
its residents, he said. 

Although MVSH has always acted to prevent out¬ 
breaks of influenza and infection in its lodges, this is 
the first time Melton has heard of protecting seniors 
from children. 

“I was surprised, but it makes sense,” he said. 

“At the lodges we get kids coming in to sing with 
choirs and have to weigh the benefits of that, which is 
great morale for the seniors, against the risk of spread¬ 
ing infection.” 

An expert in infection prevention and control for AHS 
said children under 11 are “super transmitters” of the 
H1N1 virus 

“They are certainly good spreaders of infection. They 
share items and are in close contact; they don’t always 
practise good respiratory etiquette or hand hygiene," 
said Karen Hope. 

“We want to ensure sick children are not entering 
facilities and spreading the disease.” 

Hope isn’t exactly sure why the cut-off is 11 years old 
or Grade 6, but said it could be because older children 
typically practise better hygiene than their young coun¬ 
terparts. 

This precaution, one of many taken to prevent the 
spread of H1N1 to vulnerable populations, isn’t new for 
AHS. Hope said visitors are often discouraged when 
there’s an outbreak in care facilities. 

The- manager for Aspen Ridge Lodge said the resi¬ 
dents haven’t made any noise about the changes and 
are kept busy by other activities, not involving youth. 

“Grandchildren can still come in or a little girl or boy, 
just not groups...and it’s temporary. I don’t think it’s a 
big thing," said Jeannette Leafloor, manager of the 
lorisp

Groups from elementary schools or daycares which 
used to regularly drop into the lodge will once again be 
able to frolic in the facility once the ban is lifted. It’s 
been one month since the facility put the policy in 
place. 

M.l Paul, who owns Kidsbury Daycare, tuis taken her 
kids to the lodge before and says this is a great precau¬ 
tion. 

“Disease is spread in day cares... you have 30 kids 
playing with the same toy so if one gets it, they all do," 


she said. 

Although she isn’t too sure that preventing senior 
interaction with children is going to prevent a flu out¬ 
break at the facility. 

“Do these seniors go on field trips, to the zoo and 
other places? You can get it anywhere. I mean unless 
you live in a bubble..." 

Paul said her kids won’t miss out on visiting the sen¬ 
iors and by November when a vaccine could be ready, 
everything will go back to normal.

Funds to ward off 
Main Street ‘amnesia’

Didsbury is doling out 
$55,000 to remain in the elite 
Main Street club and among 
the 10 |H*r cent in Alberta 
with a historic downtown. 

Eight years ago Didsbury 
and 22 other municipalities 
belonged to Main Street, a 
share-cost program with 
Alberta Historical Resources 
Foundation that gave prop¬ 
erty owners funds to fix up 
storefronts. 

In the five years this town 
was involved, the communi¬ 
ty received nearly $400,(XX) 
for rehabilitation projects 
and business owners con- 
tributed over half a million 
dollars. 

But when the project 
wrapped up in the year 2000, 
there was nothing protecting 
preservation efforts and new 
owners could easily unravel 
the work that was done. 

Matthew Francis, head of 
municipal heritage services 
with Alberta Culture and 
Community Spirit, said 
towns often suffer Main 
Street amnesia It’s an afflic¬ 
tion that causes new owners 
and town employees to for¬ 
get the work done or even 
recall belonging to the Main 
Street initiative. 

Town of Didsbury officials, 
for example, know the town 
was once a part of the pro¬ 
gram, but can’t peg what 
exactly had been accom¬ 
plished. 

“I went around, asking 
people at the office what was 


done and no one seemed to 
know,” said Cyndee Walden, 
project planner for the town. 

“It was before our time.” 

Inst November, the gov- 
emment revamped the pro¬ 
gram and toughened up cri¬ 
teria for the Main Street club 
so heritage areas are legally 
protected against acts of 
amnesia. 

Under the new program, 
towns spend $56,000 on a 
survey, inventory and man¬ 
agement plan for historic 
properties. The first stage Ls 
part of the Municipal 
Heritage Partnership Project 
and it will ensure the town 
records the significance of 
each historic property. When 
owners come with renova¬ 
tion plans, the town will 
know which changes can be 
made and which are not 
allowed. 

If owners live in a histori¬ 
cal home or own a heritage 
building and don’t want to be 
looked into the inventory, 
don’t fret. Although towns 
have the authority to desig¬ 
nate something agaiust own¬ 
ers' wishes, it has never actu¬ 
ally been done. 

Once properties are 
historically designated, 
the community can apply 
for the Main Street 
program and become a 
member for as long as 
standards are met 

Owners looking to fix up 
their designated properties 
can receive up to $50,000 
twice 1 a year, for renovations. 
In the previous project, own¬ 
ers received a one time 
$15,000 that could only be 


used to improve facades. 

Didsbury plans to com¬ 
plete its survey by 2010 and 
will be looking for consult¬ 
ants this year. 

“There is a lot of authentic¬ 
ity in Didsbury to celebrate. 
Of .'100 communities in 
Alberta, only 10 per cent 
have historic Main Streets 
and this town Ls one of 
them,” Francis said. 

He said big box stores and 
strip malls are destroying the 
feel of what communities in 
Alberta were once like. 

“Didsbury is poised for 
growth over the next several 
years so this is an opportuni¬ 
ty to look into the future, ask 
what makes this community 
unique and protect it,” 
Francis said. 

He said if towns preserve 
heritage, in the future they 
will have a legacy of century 
old buildings similar to those 
in Eastern Canada or 
Europe. 

Walden agrees that this Ls 
an “excellent initiative.” 

“It will make us a very 
attractive and vibrant com¬ 
munity that everyone will be 
proud of, if they aren’t 
already." 

Wittal added keeping a 
small, old town feel will 
attract people interested in 
shopping or eating in a living 
museum. 

Tlie Main Street initiative 
Isn’t the first effort council 
has made to protect the 
downtown. Two years ago, it 
passed a policy that has 
property owners looking to 
build or renovate preserve 
the look of 20 St.

“I mean, some would 
have to look at il every 
day and it’s like this giant 
poster on the water 
tower," she said. 

She has never actually 
heard anyone complain. 

Instead, the giant golfer 
has been warmly 
embraced by the town, 
which has used it as a 
landmark, photography 
subject and fridge art. 

Glen Thompson said he 
has been enjoying catch¬ 
ing glimpses of the mural 
since the day it was paint¬ 
ed and thinks it’s a shame 
the town has let the 
colours fade. 

“It was a plain water 
tower before Ruth paint¬ 
ed it and it has stood up 
pretty well until now," he 
said. 

“It does need redoing,” 
his wife added. “It’s 
faded, but you can still 
make it out." 

Doreen McEwen said 
people are already begin¬ 
ning to talk about the 
need to spruce up the 10- 
year-old mural and said 
she is more than willing 
to allow her tax dollars to 
go to the cause. 

Town officials are far 
from making any defini¬ 
tive decisions, said Luana 
Smith, manager of legisla¬ 
tive services. 

“(Ruth and I) were talk¬ 
ing about something else 
and I asked how much it 
would cost to touch (the 
mural) up. She said $00 
dollars an hour," Smith 
said. 

Without knowing how 
long it would take Jepson 
to paint the mural or what 
additional equipment the 
town would need to pur¬ 


chase, the end cost is 
indeterminate, she said. 
Knowing what the project 
cost in 1098 would help, 
hut she can’t find those 
records. 

“If we are going to do it, 


The 00-foot golfer on 
the Didsbury water tower 
is showing its age and 
painter, Ruth Jepson, is 
itching to smooth out the 
wrinkles. 

“I hadn’t realized how 
worn it is,” she said, gaz¬ 
ing up at the painting she 
did nearly a decade ago. 

“This needs to be paint¬ 
ed soon, so 1 can be here 
to touch it up. I want it to 
be something inspira¬ 
tional when I’m gone, not 
faded and ratty." 

A town official called 
the local painter recently 
to ask if she’d be interest¬ 
ed in injecting some 
youth into the old mural. 

She said yes, although 
no timelines or definitive 
answers were given about 
when the project would 
happen or if town offi¬ 
cials were prepared to 
invest in it. 

The discussion made 
her muse over the first 
time she and council put 
their heads together 
about the initiative. 

In 1908, a year before 
Didsbury hosted the 
Alberta 55 Plus Games, 
Jepson was staring at the 
“ugly, grey” tower won¬ 
dering how to transform 
it into something the 
town would be proud of. 

“My first thought was 
four figures on each side, 
a golfer, tennis player, 
horseback rider and base¬ 
ball player...but (the 
town and I) decided it 
was too big a project for 
the time and decided just 
to go with the golfer,” she

the air at 8 p in. when 
there was not a golfer in 
sight. I thought we’d have 
to stay overnight until 
someone came in the 
morning,” she said. 

“It was frightening, hut 
when all else fails, read 
the instructions." 

She said they flipped a 
switch for the battery and 
slowly putted down to 
earth. 

It took her eight days to 
paint the hold, vibrant 
mural of a swinging golfer 
and when she was done, 
she wondered if the resi¬ 
dents below would find it 
an eyesore. 


When the town gave her 
their thumbs-up and a 
hydraulic lift, she went to 
work designing, sketch¬ 
ing and painting what 
would later become an 
iconic Didsbury land¬ 
mark. 

She remembers one day 
in particular, when she 
and her partner zipped 50 
feet in the air to brush. It 
was windy and dark 
clouds were hovering on 
the horizon. 

“We squared up and 
went to leave and the 
boom stopped working. 
There we were, high in

Youth gambling 
shouldn’t be ignored

The results of a new study that 
looked at youth gambling in 
Alberta highlight the need for 
parents, teachers and other care¬ 
givers to take the dangers of 
gambling by young people seri¬ 
ously. 

As with drug <uid alcohol addictions, addressing 
gambling addictions in the early stages is key to 
preventing short-term problems from becoming 
life-long hardships and burdens, experts say. 

That being the case, any efforts today that will 
help prevent West Central Alberta young people 
from falling into the sordid life of gambling addic¬ 
tion down the road are efforts well spent. 

The Alberta Youth Experience Survey found 
that 62 per cent of students surveyed reported tak¬ 
ing part in some form of gambling over the past 
year. 

Researchers found that 41 per cent of students 
surveyed played cards for money, 35 per cent 
played scratch and win tickets, 28 per cent bet on 
sporting events and 20 per cent played bingo. 

And perhaps most troubling, researchers also 
found that many teenagers are attracted to video 
lottery terminals for the same reasons they are 
interested and attracted to video games. 

“The flashing lights, clanging bells and excite¬ 
ment of each appeal to youth, and the instant pay¬ 
out, high action and illusion of control reinforce 
continuous play,” said Leely Lew, a program con¬ 
sultant with the Addiction and Mental Health 
problem gambling unit of Alberta Health Services. 

“Research indicates the more frequently youth 
play video games, the more likely they are to 
believe their playing skills are related to gambling 
success. 

“Combine that with increased exposure to gam¬ 
bling through the media and online poker websites 
and we are seeing more youth exploring gambling 
opportunities.” 

Alberta Health Services says as in the case of 
adult gambling, youth gambling can lead to vari¬ 
ous social and economic problems, including 
stealing money from friends and family, having 
unexplained absences from home, school or work, 
and withdrawing from relationships, school 
groups or other activities. 

And just like adult gambling, education is the key 
to combating youth gambling, says Richard 
Wellington, manager of the problem gambling unit 
with Alberta Health Services. 

“The earlier an individual begins to gamble, the 
more at-risk he or she is of developing a gambling 
problem later in life,” says Wellington. 

“We (Alberta Health Services) provide teachers, 
youth and their parents with the supports and 
information they need to lower that risk and help 
them lead healthier lives.” 

As with internet use, parents, teachers and other 
caregivers in West Central Alberta should be mind¬ 
ful that keeping a watchful eye on the activities of 
young people can go a long way in helping stop 
gambling problems before they start. 

And if that leads to young people having ‘health¬ 
ier lives’, everyone benefits.

We can't spend our way out of the recession

After months 
of unrelenting 
bad news about 
the economy, it 
is hard not to be 
just a little opti¬ 
mistic when, 
rather than the rain beating down, 
the sun shines and all seems right 
with the world. 

Like an earnest gardener, media 
coverage focuses on any sign of a 
green economic shoot, any indica¬ 
tion that things are getting better. 
Even if the news is that things are 
getting worse more slowly, and that 
unemployment is still rising but not 
as quickly as we feared, we breathe 
a sigh of relief. 

However, our optimism is at best 
wary; we want evidence beyond 
warm days and long summer 
evenings. The challenge is knowing 
what to believe, and who to believe, 
in a deluge of economic news. Who 
can we trust amidst so much uncer¬ 
tainty? Who can give us the informa¬ 
tion we need to chart our financial 
course to safety in such turbulent 
waters? 

For most of us, faith in conven¬ 
tional sources of financial advice 
has been badly shaken. Financial 
institutions and advisers provided 
little if any warning about the melt¬ 
down. The financial professionals 
have floundered, as have we all. 

Given that we have looked to gov¬ 


ernments to solve the economic cri 
sis, maybe we should also look to 
governments for advice on how to 
keep our own more modest financial 
boats afloat. Unfortunately, it is here 
that we confront a troubling para¬ 
dox. 

If individuals were to act like gov¬ 
ernments, we would maintain or 
even increase our level of household 
spending as part of our families' 
stimulus package. We would support 
this increased level of spending by 
plunging further into debt, or back 
into debt, and remaining there for 
years if not generations to come. We 
would invest in infrastructure, per¬ 
haps a giant flat-screen television, 
home renovations or a new car. 

We would not have a credible 
strategy for getting out of debt 
except for the hope that general eco¬ 
nomic conditions will improve to 
the point that our higher salaries 
and bonuses will melt our debt load 
like ice cream in the summer sun. 
(Does anyone really believe that 
governments can get out of debt 
without raising taxes?) 

Following this model that govern¬ 
ments provide would lead us to 
deep, deep trouble. Unlike financial 
institutions and automakers, we are 
not too big to fail, and fail we will. 
We will spiral into debt and then, 
when interest rates rise in the wake 
of inevitable inflation, we will be 
done like toast. 

Doing just the opposite of what 
governments are doing means sav¬ 
ing rather than spending. In this 



model we would trim expenditures 
to the bone, hunker down until the 
economy begins to rebound and 
then wait a bit more until the 
rebound is secure. We would make 
the car last another year, enjoy a 
staycation and look for the cheaper 
Chardonnay even if it is too oaky. 

And yet, here is the paradox. If we 
turn our backs on the example pro¬ 
vided by governments, the recession 
will last even longer. If the stimulus 
packages of governments are not 
matched by individual spending, 
then we are stuck. Even the mas¬ 
sive, unprecedented deficit-fuelled 
expenditures of the American gov¬ 
ernment will not be enough if indi¬ 
viduals do not similarly throw 
spending caution to the wind. 

If individuals and their govern¬ 
ments are marching off in different 
directions to different drummers, as 
a country we may not be able to find 
our way forward. 

So what will I do? Despite the 
clear summer skies and balmy 
weather, I will hunker down, with 
the possible exception of that oaky 
Chardonnay. If the economic reces¬ 
sion lingers on, I will not accept 
blame that it is a consequence of my 
own caution. I may be a poor eco¬ 
nomic citizen by passing up on the 
infrastructure investment that a new 
flat-screen TV would provide, but 
hopefully I will surv ive to fight and 
work another day.

world’s problems, but you 
can make a difference for 
some people.” 

Peters met two young men 
pursuing their dreams in the 
capital city of Kigali, one as a 
recording artist and the 
other as an accountant, and 
he sought to help. 

“He bonded with those 
boys; they became a pail of 
our family. I didn't realize 1 
had the capacity to love two 
more people in this world,” 
said Peter’s wife, Ev. 

Tlie duo recently brought 
the two men to Didsbury to 
see the country and learn at 
SAIT. 

The couple is also now 
more involved with the proj¬ 
ects they sponsor overseas. 
This September they will fly 
to Turkey and India and 
after that, back to Rwanda 
for two months. 

Non-profit experts say 
Peters and his wife are part 
of a growing trend of 
Canadians taking their vaca¬ 
tion time to go to Third 
World countries and help in 
relief and development proj¬ 
ects. 

“Donors today are not 
content to simply hand over 
their money. They want to 
have more direct contact 
with the people and causes 
they give to," said Wayne 
Kroeker, executive director 
for the Canadian Christian 
Relief and Development 
Association. 

“They don’t want to pay 
someone else to look after a 
problem, they want to lie a 
part of the solution. One 
way of doing that is con¬ 


It wasn’t a lack of trust 
that drove Dan Peters 17,000 
kilometres away from his 
dream vacation. 

It was the opportunity to 
meet the people his dona¬ 
tions were helping and to 
possibly find more to aid. 

Flying overseas to choose 
someone to patron isn’t 
something Peters would 
have done two years ago. 
The Didsbury real estate 
agent was content to hand 
over a cheque to non-profits 
and let them choose the best 
cause or person to give it to. 

That all changed when he 
started working with Home 
of Hope, an organization 
that builds schools and 
homes in Rwanda, Africa 
and sponsors children. 

“Tire director of the organ¬ 
ization kept inviting me to 
see my dollars at work and I 
wasn’t interested in going. 
There were other places I 
wanted to spend my vaca¬ 
tion,” said Peters. 

It was only after his dona¬ 
tions helped build a home 
for orphans and widows that 
Peters was persuaded to 
travel to Rwanda He saw 
the trip as a means to see the 
effect his dollars was having 
in the country and a rare 
opportunity to hand pick 
people he could support. 

“Going on that trip was 
absolutely... it was stun¬ 
ning," he said. 

“Y’ou realize that you may 
not be able to solve the

or schools. 

“We also have families fly¬ 
ing in here to make that per¬ 
sonal connection with their 
sponsored child. They buy 
them a bike, take them shop¬ 
ping or out for pizza,” he 
said. 

James Carpenter, also a 
realtor from Didsbiuy, used 
to send a cheque to non¬ 
profits. When he t ravelled to 
India to check out an organ¬ 
ization he planned to donate 
to and saw the poverty 
there, his giving not only 
went through the roof, but 
he started getting more 
involved overseas. 

“It feels really, really, really 
good to set» lives change,” he 
said. 

Carpenter is the director 
for the non-profit Empower 
Global in Bangladesh, an 
organization that gives 
micro-loans to women seek¬ 
ing to go into business. 

He makes at least three 
trips there a year and often 
brings vision trips, or groups 
of potential sponsors, with 
him. 

“I have seen grown men 


tributing money, but the 
other is giving their time.” 

Kroeker said the trend 
doesn’t have the niunbers to 
back it up since no one has 
ever looked into it before, 
but it’s something his organ¬ 
ization is taking note of. 

The executive director for 
Home of Hope, Brian 
Thomson Ls seeing the same 
thing of his donors. Of 294 
people who give donations 
each month to the organiza¬ 
tion, 200 have flown to 
Rwanda to help build clinics 


cry when they see the condi¬ 
tions there. That movie, 
Slumdog Millionaire, Ls real¬ 
ly accurate. It’s just gut 
wrenching,” he said. 

According to Heidi Lasi, 
manager of public engage¬ 
ment for the organization 
CUSO, her organization Ls 
booming with professionals 
wanting to volunteer 
abroad. 

In the last six months the 
not-for-profit has received 
more applications than they 
usually get in a year. In 2008, 
1,065 people asked to go 
overseas, while in the last 
six months of 2009, 1,473 
signed up. 

Lasi believes the term 
global village is hitting home 
and Canadians are realizing 
the way we live our lives 
here impacts |>eoplo across 
the globe. 

“As people have gotten 
smarter about philanthropic 
dollars, they have also got¬ 
ten smarter about volunteer 
hours and want to do some¬ 
thing that makes a differ¬ 
ence.” 

Volunteers with CUSO 


head overseas for six 
months to two years to 
teach skills to people in one 
of 44 countries the organiza¬ 
tion Ls involved in. 

Although having people 
more involved in efforts 
overseas can lie seen as a 
good thing, it is also causing 
non-profits to ask hard ques¬ 
tions. 

“When a donor takes a 
trip, you have to question 
whether they are getting 
benefit for themselves or not 
and if it’s to benefit the 
donor you have a problem," 
said Kroeker. 

Too often donors will plan 
a three-week trip, volunteer 
for two and then ask for a 
charitable receipt for their 
entire vacation. 

Paul Carrick, the founder 
of Cause Canada, says just 
because someone gives 
money to a country, doesn’t 
guarantee them the right to 
visit the project. 

“People have phoned up 
and said, T gave you $100, 
now I want to go to Africa,’ 
and it’s more complicated 
than that," he said.
